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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-4, 10-13, 18-29, drawn to immunoassay using SARS antigen. 
Group II, claim(s) 5-6, drawn to SARS antigen. 

Group III, claim(s) 7-9, drawn to method of determining if an epitope is specific for 
SARS. 

Group IV, claim(s) 14, 16, drawn to polynucleotide encoding N protein fragment. 

Group V, claim(s) 15, 17, drawn to polynucleotide encoding S protein fragment. 

Group VI, claim(s), 30-32, drawn to method for producing anti-SARS monoclonal 
antibody. 

Group VII, claim(s) 33-38, drawn to diagnostic method using monoclonal antibody. 
Group VIII, claim(s) 39-42, drawn to monoclonal antibody. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-VIII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The main claim 1 
lacks a special technical feature defining the invention over the prior art, since it is 
anticipated by prior art such as Jinxiang Li et al and Wang Jinqiang et al (both cited in 
IDS). Therefore no special technical feature unites the claims. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 

invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 

linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 
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The species are as follows: 

Each nonoverlapping peptide (or polynucleotide) sequence is a distinct species. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.
